SHOT BY JEALOUS HUSBAND AT 


ELKINS, W. VA. 


Killed Neighbor's 
Baby in Mother's 


Arms and Then Man Ended His 


Own Life. 


Elkins, W. Va., March 2—Jealousy

Raby, and his father was Andrew- 
Bass, a full-blooded Indian. Raby's 
origin was plainly evidenced by his 
soft, drawling tones, while his high 
cheek bones showed his Indian rar- 
c-nta^e.

fatal illness he was extremely neat in 
bis personal appearance, taking the 
greatest care of his hair and beard. 
His hair was Ions and soft as flax. It 
was while as snow, as was also his 
sreat beard. 


Much of Raby's long life was spent

Neil, Sutton and Bulger were down 


the hallway. Neil shot Sutton dead 
and turned the revolver on Bulger hut

Neil then ran up the hall and snap- 


ped the revolver at the sheriff through 
the barred door, but the weapon miss- 
ed fire again. 


By this time Bulger had come up to 


Neil and fired, the ball taking effect in 
the left arm. Neil again attempted to 
shoot, when Bulger shot him in the 
right breast. The men clinched, Neil 
holding his revolver against Bulger's 
Head. Bulger fired again and Neil fell 
over dead.

NEWARK MEN'S SUIT 


Finally Determined by the Ohio Supreme Court 


Which Decides the Case of The Newark Pub- 


lishing Company vs. T. O. Donovan 


In Favor of the Latter. 


DEARTH 


The Supreme court of Ohio on Tues-j 


day Jianded down a decision that vill 
be of great interest in Newark, and 
marks the close of a litigation 
that 


•was begun as a result 
of factional 


differences in the Republican, party of 
Licking county, and also calls to mind 
the'war between the two party news- 
papers that was carried on so ruin- 
ously that a consolidation was finally 
effected, in the conduct of which roso- 
ttations arose the complications on 
which a law suit was predicated that 
•was finally determined after 
several 


years, by th« Supreme court's decis- 
sion on Tuesday. A brief resume of 
the circumstances leading up to the 
decision cannot help but be of in- 
terest. 


For some time prior to March 1, 


1898, just six years ago on Toe1 doy 
the Supreme court's decision was an- 
rxmneed, the Republican party in this 
county had been torn wide asunder 
by factional bitterness and personal 
bickerings 
between several of the 


leaders. 


One faction was headed by Captain 


W- C. Lyon. owner and editor of the 
Newark American, which paper was 
recognized as the organ of this fac- 
tion. The other faction recognized as 
its leader J. M. Ickes, now postmaster, 
at that time editor of the Newark 
Tribune, and this paper was acknowl- 
edged as the organ of this junto. 


-The war between the 
papers " wa-< 


carried on openly, and 
became per- 


sonal and bitter between the editors, 
to"the detriment of the party's DOiiti- 
caf success and the jeopardy of its 
very life. To counteract the tendency 
toward this effect means were taken 
to put an end to it by the purchase of 
oriie or the other papers and a consol- 
idation. 


These negotiations were carried on 


by Attorney A. A. Sta-sel, and ex- 
Sheriff John. A. Chilcote.. and resulted

in the purchase by them of the Amer 
ican for which they paid Captain Lyon

ing to $7,500. Some of the stockholu 
ers objected to the two men recoiling 
so much of the stock, which then ap 
peared to be valuable, at lea^t pros 
pectively, although at the time it v/a 
not up to par. Chileote and Stase 
explained that all they wished was tx 
get their money out of it, and as th 
stock was not worth more thanSG2- 
cents, they expected to sell it for this 
amount and offered it for sale to an 
one of the stockholders at that figure 
•which would just make the §5,000 pal 
by them for the American. This pro 
position was not accepted, so Chilcot 
and Stasel took the company's not 
for $5,000. and 
returned the §7.50 


•worth of stock. This $5,000 note was 
assigned to, T. O. Donovan, who hac 
secured to them the 55,000 which lhe> 
paid Lyon for his paper.

Paris, March 2—In anticipation of 


fhe negotiations which will follow the 
Russo-Japanese war, the Korean offi- 
:ials in Europe are turning their atten- 
tion to the powers which give their 
country support. 


It is feared that Japan even if vic- 


torious, will find that she cannot live 
up to the high principles to which she 
pledged herself, particularly if the war 
be long drawn out. 


Her expenses and losses will be

AN ORDINANCE 


To fix certain 
conditions 
governing 


the acceptance of additions to the 
City of Newark. 
Be it ordained by the Council of the 


City of Newark, State of Ohio: 


Section 1. That the following con- 


ditions be and the &ame are hereby 
fixed and adpted, upon the fulfillment 
of which only the dedication of any 
addition or plat of ground, or of any 
ground for street or alley purposes be 
accepted by 'the City of Newark, 
Ohio.- Said conditions are as follows: 


First The addition or ground pro- 


posed to be dedicated shall be laid

URGED 


To Extend the Inquiry and Investigate 


the Whole Postofice De- 


partment 


Washington, D. C., March 2—An iu- 


vestigation of the 
postoffiee depart- 


ment by a special committee of the 
House of Representatives is hem; 
urged by the minority members c>t the 
House committee 
on postoffiee and 


post roads. A resolution to this end, 
introduced m the House January 6 
last by Representath e Hay (Dem. Vir- 
ginia) was duplicated by Repre?enta- 
tive Cowherd (Dem. Missouri). 
Mr. 


Cowherd is a member of the postoffiee 
committee; Mr. Hay is not, and the re- 
introduction of the resolution is re- 
garded as a move to bring the matter 
to a head. The Cowherd resolution 
provides that a committee of five shall 
conduct the investigation. 


The hearings had oy the committee 


in the preparation of the postofflce ap 
propriations it is declared, developed 
considerable information. 
The> sub- 


committee before which officials" of tlTe" 
department made explanations of their 
estimates is to lay the information be- 
fore the full committee. This infor- 
mation includes, it is stated, evidence 
of several hundred violations cf the 
law by members of the H*ase impor- 
tuning the increase of force in post- 
offices, of which such increase of force 
was not absolutely justified by the 
facts, but uhich were granted by offi- 
cials of the department.
